Nor, for that matter, 
did the United States, also busy 
with trade. 


So it was in August of that 
year that George Canning, British 
foreign secretary, a haughty and 
arrogant man, sweetly approached 
the American minister in London 
with a proposition. It asked if 
the United States would be inter- 
ested in joining with Great Brit- 
ain in a specific warning to Euro- 
pean despots to keep their hands 
off the new Latin American Re- 
publics. 


The aging Thomas Jefferson 
urged that we make a joint dec- 
laration. John Quincy Adams, 
who was very much the national- 
ist, was secretary of state. He 
argued the British fleet would 
protect trade in the area any- 
how and that it would be much 
more astute to issue a single 
blast at all Europe, Russia in- 
cluded. This was done. Monroe 
aimed the first half of his doc- 
trine at Russia, declaring em- 
phatically that the era of coloni- 
zation in North. America was end- 
ed. The second half was aimed 
at all European countries, and 
warned the crowned heads against 
aggression or interference in Lat- 
in America. 


There was a third section. It 
pledged the United States, then 
being urged to assist the Greeks 
in the war they were fighting 
against the Turks for independ- 
ence, not to intervene in Euro- 
pean affairs. 


Good Reception 


The Monroe Doctrine had a 
good public reception.

Let’s Stop Excusing 
Our Failure To Vote 


The low percentage of qualified voters 
who register and vote in Atlanta and 
Fulton County has been blamed on a 
number of things—the county unit sys- 
tem, the difficult registration forms, the 
inconvenience of having to go to the court- 
house and general apathy. 

This year at least one excuse will not 
apply. Thanks to the neighborhood regis- 
tration bill which Gov. Vandiver signed 
into law a few weeks ago, registration of- 
fices will be set up in at least nine county 
municipalities. 

Here in Atlanta the Chamber of Com- 
merce has joined other organizations in 
promoting a joint city-county registration 
drive to overcome some of the apathy. 
They have even set up an office at 60 
Peachtree St., NE, to assist prospective 
voters in filling out registration forms. 
All Atlantans especially should be 
concerned right now about registering. 
Cutoff date for voting in the city elec- 
tion is less than a month away. Those 
who are disappointed in the results of that 
election have no cause for complaint if 
they did not take the trouble to register 
and vote. 

Lack of interest in state elections can 
be rationalized somewhat by the water- 
ing down of voting power under the unit 
system. But failure to vote in local elec- 
tions could well mean the difference be- 
tween good and bad local government.

“However, when man is called upon to apply this perfect law... 
to specific human relations which have occurred . . . the emotions, 
prejudices and imperfections of the individuals . . . often result in ap- 


plication which is far from perfect.” 


“This leads man to criticize the rule,” Joslin continues, 
“when, in fact, the only justifiable criticism, if any, must be 
directed at the human failings in its application.” 

Therefore the perfect substantive law must be applied through 
application of procedural laws, “recognizing weaknesses of individ- 
uals” and attempting ‘‘to minimize the effect of the human frailties.’’ 

As an example of procedural law, Prof. Joslin cites the law re- 
quiring witnesses to attest to your will, because “‘the history of man- 
kind . . . has shown that human frailties come into play at testa- 


mentary time...” 


My own mind runs on to President Kennedy’s approach to civil 
rights—acting firmly to apply the substantive law but shunning those 
procedural laws such as the Clark-Celler bill which would aggravate 
rather than minimize human frailty. Of course the process of perfect 
law is diluted, but let all perfect men step forward. 

“Let us acknowledge that the application of the rule of law is 
and must be in human hands and, therefore, will be guided truly or 
obliquely according to the stature of man himself,”” Prof. Joslin says. 

“As man becomes more firm in the principles of Christ, 
this passage from the rule of law to its daily application will 
become more perfect and the distant goal is: Perfect law— 


perfect man.”

President Needs 
Own Chief of Staff 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy is under- 
stood to be considering the advisability of ap- 


pointing a personal chief of staff to serve as his ye: 
intimate adviser on military problems of the highest magnitude—the 
peace-or-war kind of problems. He has no intention in any case of 
discarding or downgrading the present Joint Chiefs of Staff system. 


He is pondering somewhat wist- 
fully, however, sotne means by 
which as Commander in Chief he 
might obtain, at the last hour of 
any crisis, the direct, flat, yes-or- 
no recommendation of one single 
officer whose whole duty and re- 
sponsibility would be toward the 
White House. 

One of the President's difficul- 
ties in the recent anti-Castro in- 
vasion of Cuba was not the lack 
of advice but rather the diffused 
nature of that advice. Every mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
feels some responsibility not sole- 
ly for national security in the 
largest sense but also for the 
proper growth and due prosper- 
ing of his own service, whether 
this be Army, Navy or Air. 

All the various schemes for 
“unification” of the armed forces 
ever since the second World War 
have produced quite as much 
blurring of responsibility as of 
“unity.” 

There is, however, no legal bar 
whatever to the selection by the 
President of some officer to act 
as his personal chief of staff. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
took that course, choosing Fleet 
Admiral William Leahy.

Harrison earlier this year 
issued a stern warning to stu- 
dents against any disorderly 
demonstrations in the event of 
desegregation. 


ALUMNI IN ACCORD 


Student leaders and the Tech 
National Alumni Association presi- 
dent, informed of Thursday’s ac- 
tion, all indicated they believed 
desegregation could be accom- 
plished peacefully. 


“This is in keeping with the 
position of the Supreme Court 
and the decisions of the school 
authorities,”’ said alumni Presi- 
dent R. A. Siegel of Atlanta. 


“The National Alumni Associa- 
tion has as its chief objective the 
maintenance and improvement of 
the local, state and national, as 
well as international, image of 
Georgia Tech. We certainly accept 
these decisions and support ful- 
ly the action that has been taken,” 
he added. 


BACKS HARRISON 


Joe McCutcheon, student body 
president, expressed personal dis- 
like of desegregation, but added: 


“I think Dr. Harrison recognized 
.s . that this is national law. | 
think he handled it very well.” 


The student body president also 
said that he believed “the stu- 
dents here are mature and re- 
sponsible enough to accept this 
thing . . . I think it will be very 
peaceful.” 


The student newspaper, The 
Technique, was made over Thurs- 
day to carry news of the desegre- 
gation in Friday’s edition.

“I view the present trend with 
serious concern,”’ he said. “‘Juve- 
nile delinquency and youth of- 
fenses diminish the strength and 
vitality of our nation; they pre- 
sent serious problems to all the 
communities affected; and they 
leave indelible impressions upon 
the people involved which often 
cause continuing problems.” 


To point up the need for legis- 
lation, Kennedy cited figures com- 
piled by Ribicoff showing the 
rise in youth crimes. Since 1948, 
the secretary said in a letter to 
the President,. court delinquency 
cases and juvenile arrests have 
more than doubled. If the pres- 
ent trend continues, he said, up 
to 4 million children will come be- 


fore the courts in the next decade. 


The President, accordingly, 
asked for funds to work in three 
major areas. 


EVALUATION PROJECTS 


The first would be in demon- 
stration and evaluation projects. 
This would involve grants for de- 
veloping special techniques and 
practices that hold promise of pre- 
venting or controlling offenses. 


Such projects might include re- 
habilitation facilities such as out- 
door work camps or short-term 
training centers where emotion- 
ally disturbed youths would be 
given intensive group. therapy. 
They might also involve so-called 
“half-way’’ centers where delin- 
quents would be permitted to go 
to work or school during the day 
but would be kept under surveil- 
lance at night. 


In the second area of activity, 
funds would be used for training 
probation officers, police, social 
workers, youth gang workers and 
others. Moreover, funds might be 
used, for example, to give psy- 
chological training to teachers so 
they could detect potential delin- 
quents before they begin their 
careers in crime. 


ADVICE ON CONTROL 


Finally, funds would be used 
to increase the technical assist- 
ance services the government is 
providing in a limited way to 
public and private agencies deal- 
ing with juvenile crime. These 
services include advice on the 
control of delinquency as well as 
on the treatment of offenders. 


The proposals generally are in 
line with those made by the Sen-

As Atom Weapon | 
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- B58 bombers beyond the present 
cut-off dates late next year. 


It added $337 million to the 
defense budget to continue 
bomber production and authori- 
ized $12,368,000,000 for aircraft, 
missiles and ships for the next 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 
NO REQUEST 

President John F. Kennedy, 
like his predecessor, had, request- 
ed no new funds for bomber 
production. 


The House action was paral- 
leled on Tuesday by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
which called for continued bomb- 
er production and authorized $525 
million for B52 bombers alone. 


A transcript of the Senate com- 
mittee hearings released Wednes- 
day disclosed that its chairman, 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., 
had posed the question of nuclear- 
armed Missiles to Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara. 


Secretary McNamara said the 
Defense department had studied 
the problem. He confirmed that 
“while we have never actually 
tested a missile in the sense of 
firing one against an enemy tar- 
get,’’ the nuclear tests that have 
been carried out “‘all indicate 
beyond any reasonable doubt’’ 
that an ICBM would not lose its 
destructive power in space flight. 
HOUSE REPORT 

In its report to the House, the 
Armed 
served: 

“The scientists may say that 
all of these things are determin- 
able by extrapolation, perhaps 


this is so. To the committee, how- | 


ever, it seems that our only 
knowledge of the actual work- 


ability of an ICBM fired in anger | 
is in textbooks and laboratories. | 


“The committee is unwilling to 
place the safety ofthis country 
in a purely academic attitude, 
and for this reason has added to 
the bill authorization for bomb- 


ers.”’ 


It also reported that McNamara 
agreed with the committee on 
the need for a “mix” of bombers 
and missiles, but it 
that the secretary opposed in- 
creased bomber production. 


Pentagon sources have indicat- 
ed their concern that some of the 


congressional advocacy of in- | 


creased bomber production is due 
to economic rather than strategic 
factors. 


It is believed that many con- 
gressmen have been under pres- 
sure to continue bomber produc- 
tion to provide jobs. Aircraft 
plants generally provide more 
jobs than missile plants.

CHARGES POLITICS 


Defense Attorney Bill Hall 
again cried politics and ‘“‘spite 
prosecution” by Gov. Vandiver. 
Under cross examination he 
asked Sol. Webb if there were 
‘“‘more than one offense in which”’ 
Jones was granted immunity. 


“There were several under in- 
vestigation,” Webb said. 


“Many of those were felonies, 
weren't they?” Hall asked. 


“I guess some of them were,” 
Webb replied. 


Judge Tanksley told the jury 
again and attorneys for both sides 
that the question of whether or 
not Cheney Griffin was a full 
time employe of the state would 
be a matter for the jury to de- 
cide. 


He told both sides Wednesday 
to refrain from using the words 
“part time and full time’’ in the 
discussions which would involve 
jury decision. 

TESTIMONY HEARD 

The brief parade of defense 
witnesses which began Thursday 
afternoon were aimed at estab- 
lishing the defense contention 
that Cheney Griffin was employed 
as a part time aide by his broth- 
er, former Gov. Griffin. 


The former governor testified 
Wednesday that this was true. 
(He was sandwiched between 
state witnesses so that he could 
give his testimony and leave.) 


Among those called were: J. 
Julian Bennett, former Piedmont 
Judicial Circuit judge, appointed 
by former Gov. Griffin. Bennett 
now is a lawyer practicing in 
Winter Haven, Fla. 


WORKED IRREGULARLY 


Others who testified were for- 
mer executive secretaries of Mar- 
vin Griffin when he was gover- 
nor—Ben T. Wiggins, member of 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission, and Tom Gregory Jr. 


Mrs. Margaret Hames, the for- 
mer governor’s personal secre- 
tary, and Marvin ‘Cap’ Hicks, 
Rome, aide to the former gov- 
ernor, both testified.

WESBERRY RECALLED 

Hall began his defense by re- 
calling James P, Wesberry Jr., 
certified public accountant, who 
testified earlier for the state that 
he had made investigations of 
the tractor: sales to the state by 
Jones. 


Wesberry testified that two 
checks given to Cheney Griffin by 
Jones were charged to the Quality 
Supply Co. of Covington as com- 
missions. Jones has testified that 
he gave Cheney Griffin a 49 per 


‘cent share in the firm in lieu of 
a campaign contribution in 1954. 


Wesberry testified that a later 
check of $5,000 from the Quality 
Supply Co. to Griffin and the two 
earlier checks were backed by 
checks entered into the Quality 
Supply Co. books from other com- 
panies which Jones owned or in 
which he had an interest. 


DOCUMENTS ADMITTED 


On cross examination, Bill Hall 
asked Wesberry if he had been 
continually employed by the crim- 
inal division of the state Law de- 
partment. Wesberry said he had 
been on call. 


Hall asked Wesberry if he had 
drawn $7,414 from the state in 
payment for investigations in 1959. 
Wesberry said he had, but said 
that other investigations than 
Cheney Griffin's had been includ- 
ed in that payment.

AT DISADVANTAGE 

The secretary believes the West- 
ern Allies would be negotiating 
at a disadvantage if the left-wing 
forces of Capt. Kong Le and the 
pro-Communist Pathet Lao were 
not bound by a clear definition 
of an: effective cease-fire. If in 
the course of the conference, the 
left-wing forces broke the truce, 
the U.S. would then consider itself 
free to undertake whatever po- 
litical or military action might 
be deemed necessary, it was said. 

There was little doubt Thursday 
night that a conference will be 
convened here at some time in the 
next few days. Negotiations of 
substantive issues, however, are 
not expected to begin until next 


week. 
While the roster of the top ne- 
gotiators at the conference was 


completed later Thursday night 
with the arrival of V. K. Khrishna 


| Menon, thé defense minister of 


India, not all the participating 
delegations will be in Geneva un- 
til next week. 


Lord Home, before leaving Lon- 
don Thursday afternoon for Ge- 
neva, received word that Prince 


Norodom Sihanouk of Cambodia 


had reversed an earlier decision 
and decided to participate in the 
conference. He is expected here 
Thursday. 


Once there is a certification of 
a cease-fire, the pro-Western gov- 
ernment of Premier Boun Oum 
intends to send a delegation head- 
ed by Gen. Phoumi Nosavan, the 
defense minister in the Vientiane 
administration.

Businessmen 
Praised tor 


Slum Fight 


The menace of city slums has 
got “business so scared it’s be- 
ginning to furnish intelligent lead- 
ership and substantial capital’’ in 
the ever-present fight against city 
blight, the developer of the first 
public housing in this country said 
here Thursday. 


Charles F. Palmer, president 
of Palmer, Inc., Atlanta realty 
firm, and moving spirit in the 
development of the Techwood 
housing project in the 30s, spoke 
to a joint city-county planning 
workshop at Georgia Tech 


Palmer said the slums started 
with the industrial revolution and 
had increased during what he 
termed the urban revolution. He 
cited British leadership in re- 
planning their cities and building 
new towns 


CITES INTEREST 

Talking about business being 
interested in slum clearance, 
Palmer said, “In Pittsburgh we 
find the Mellons, in New York the 
Rockefellers, rolling up their 
sleeves shoulder to shoulder with 
their business counterparts in 
Chicago, Cleveland, Baltimore, St. 
Louis, Atlanta and scores of oth- 
er places. . . . These men are 
not building statutes of them- 
selves. They’re clearing slums 
and saving lives, as well as prop- 
erty values.” 


Palmer said that he could fore- 
see the time when the federal 
government would control the lo- 
cation of factories for the pur- 
poses of diversification and to 
prevent the development of one- 
industry towns. 


Palmer pointed out that /22 mil- 
lion Americans live in slums, 
whereas only 20 million live on 


penditures for slum families 
amounted to $84 each family per 
year, while each farm family had 
$3,000 in federal funds spent for 
its welfare. 


The planning workshop brought 
city and county planning workers 
from all over the state for the 
two-day conference. It is 
sored by the Graduate City Plan- 
ning Program, Georgia Tech; the 
Institute of Law and Government, 
University of Georgia; the Geor- 
gia Municipal Association; the 
Association of County Commis- 
sioners of Georgia; Georgia De- 
partment of Commerce; and the 
Georgia Power Co. 


First objective of the workshop 
is to consider how planning com- 
missions and city and county of- 
ficials can work together to de- 
velop their communities. 


The workshop featured panel 
discussions Thursday afternoon 
and is scheduled to take up zon- 
ing problems Friday morning.

At least 1,500 citizens had turned off the 
TV cowboys and turned out for the rodeo on a wretched night. 


“Wonder how many we would have had if it had not been 
raining,” wondered Mr. Friedman. 


We informed him that on this particular evening the rodeo 
had attracted some 1,450 more western addicts than we anticipated. 


—The Financial Pastures Are Green 


Mr. W. P. McAnnaly, executive coordinator, then quoted a 
few statistics to assure us that rain or shine the rodeo picture 
in the U.S. is quite bright. He said there were 501 rodeos staged 
by 36 companies last year and the performers split $3,000,000 in 
prize loot. 


We then waded out to the official scorer’s table and after only 
a couple of events it dawned on us that cowboys are more tolerant 
of scorers than baseball players. We used to get many harsh stares 
and occasionally were threatened with a punch in the snoot for 
ruling that baseball players should have caught the ball. But during 
the entire evening not a single jockey beefed to the scorer. 


By the time the opening bareback riding act was concluded, 
the Poncey infield was a horrifying sight. It couldn’t have looked 
worse if Messrs. Ed Collins, W. D. Pope, Bob Poss and Bob Ford 
had played two rounds of golf in the area. 


We have always ranked Poncey Park Superintendent Beans 
Hadley with the best in his profession. Now he has an opportunity 
to prove that he is the very best, for the worst is yet to come. 
The infield may be bare by the time bareback riding is completed 
Sunday afternoon. 


After a few minutes of rodeoing; it was obvious that this was 
the most action presented in the Poncey infield since 1950 when 
Mr. Whit Wyatt led the Cracker sluggers into combat against the 
Mobile Bears. 


Miss Jane Kinney, an attractive brunette who serves as secretary 
for her brothers’ show, sensed that; as a rodeo expert, we qualified 
as a tenderfoot junior grade. So she explained the intricate scoring 
system to us. We assumed that anyone able to remain aboard a 
bucking brone or infuriated bull should receive a perfect mark. 
But that’s incorrect. Form plays a vital role, and you may score 
zero after making what seems a great ride.

The Kinney brothers, Cotton and Edward, perform in their own 
show. And Miss Kinney explained that the riders really enjoy their 
work. Falling off wild horses is an enjoyable hobby, as well as 
profitable profession. 


Miss Kinney produced a copy of ‘‘Rodeo Sports News’’, a publi- 
cation which J. G. Taylor Spink would call the Rodeo Bible. Stand- 
ings of leading riders in assorted divisions and up-to-date earnings 
are listed. 


Prize money distributed thus far totals $549,435. Leading col- 
lector is Mr. Benny Reynolds of Melrose, Mont., who has banked 
$9,292. Miss Kinney informed that star performers frequently reap 
$40,000 annually. 

We assumed that anyone courageous enough to board an un- 
bridled bull would be paid a handsome fee. But Miss Kinney 
pointed out that only the leaders are paid. The runner-ups get 
nothing but bruises. 


There have been clowns at Poncey before—a reference to the 
circus, of course—but none like the gents with the rodeo. In addi- 
tion to clowning, they double as bull fighters, attracting the playful 
monsters away from defeated riders. The, bulls are rehearsed, but 
you never know when they'll forget a cue. 


Dodging bulls and riding broncs may be an exciting and 
profitable profession. But after handicapping the field, we still 
desire to ride Carry Back.

Outstanding among married 
couples in national competition 
in the past year have been the 
very personable Mr. and Mrs.

Today’s hand contributed heav- 
ily to their most recent triumph. 


The bidding presents one or 
two points of interest. Mr. San- 
ders seated North, opened the 
bidding with a prepared call 


of one club. It was not his pur- 


pose to be fancy, but rather to 
leave himself plenty of room. for 
a convenient rebid. Observe that 
if North opens the bidding with 
one heart he will find himself 
in an awkward position if partner 
responds with two of a minor. 


After South’s one spade bid 
was raised to two, she proceeded 
directly to game in’ spades with- 
out bother to show the club 
support. Considering her excel- 
lent fit with partner's hand, Mrs. 


Sanders now had the equivalent 


of an opening bid, and she saw 
no reason to divulge any further 
information to the opponents. 

The diamond opening was tak- 
en by dummy’s ace and a low 
trump was led immediately. 
East ducked and declarer’s king 
of spades held the trick. A high 
spade was continued which East 
took with the ace and attempted 
to cash the king of diamonds. 

Mrs. Sanders ruffed, drew the 
last trump and then put through 
the queen of clubs. West played 
low and, despite the fact that 
four cards were outstanding in 
the suit, declarer went up with 
the ace and felled the king. Her 
reasoning was quite sound. If 
West held the king he could hard- 
ly refuse to cover because the 
bidding had not revealed any- 
thing to indicate that South had 
great length in clubs. West's 
failure to cover, therefore, in- 
dicated either that he lacked the 
king or that he held it in suf- 
ficient length to prevent capture. 
Declarer might therefore just as 
well put up the ace. 


Following this line of thought 
she played the ace of clubs, 
dropping the king, and brought 
in 12 tricks, losing only to the 
ace of spades.
